But with all 
that we have had some of the'most 
disastrous bank failures in history

Simply Isn’t True 


°Then, the writer for the bank- 
ers goes on to say that the banks 
“mobilize the desposits of. millions 
of individuals on the ‘one hand to 
make credit available for the na- 
‘tion’s production on the other.” 
The ‘substance of this ‘is that wiat 
thes banks lend. to borrowers is 
the actual cagh put on deposit in 
savings accounts by the bank de- 
positors. That is a view of bank- 
ing as old as Methuselah and as 
false as hell. To prove that: this is 
a false statement I have but to 
state the, facts about what takes 
place, « 


In the first place, the banks 
lend on the average ten times 
as much money as they have 
currency on deposit. So that de- 
Spite Mr, Muir's palaver about 
the safety of depositors’ money, 
if all the depositors in his bank 
were to ask for their money to- 
morrow thorning only one out 
of every ten would get, what he 
deposited. That-is’ how’ safe the 
depositors aré. They are’ safe 
only because they never ask for 
their money back aH at the 
same time. | ; . 


et 


In the second place it is not 
someone else’s .money which a 
banker lends to a borrower. What 
happens ‘when a person borrows 
money from’a bank is that he| 
first deposits his credit in the 
bank which is usually many times 
the value of the loan obtained. 
The banker marks into his ledger 
the amount borrowed ‘as a credit 
to the borrower, who proceeds te 
write ‘cheques to the ‘amount so 
credited"to him. And when he sells 
-the ‘product he hypothecated at 
the bank, whether that be mer- 
chandise, or wheat, cattle, hogs or 
what not, he pays the money ‘to 
the bank and the loan is cancelled. 
In most cases the borrower pays 
by the check of some other cus- 
tomer and the transaction is mere-. 
ly the transferring of figures 
from the account of one customer 
to another. From 96% to 98% 
of all banking is that sort of trans- 
action. Hence every loan is a de- 
posit and increases the volume of 
money in circulation by the 
And “every 
loan paid cancels out of existence 
the amount of money represented 
in the’loan. Thus it’is quite true 
to say that bankers actually create 
the money they lend and destroy 
it again when the loan is paid.

What We Need 
And How To 
Get It — 


What is needed is a rationalizing 
and coordinating of our entire sys- 
tem of transport. under public 
policy. It is practically impossible 
to do that .except all transport is 
brought’ ‘under public ownership. 
If this were done the present ini- 
quitougs ‘and — incomprehensible 
freight rate structure could be 
abolished. We could: then have a 
flaf rate -charge per ton mile 
which is “the ‘only sensible and 
fair basis. . 

Freight rates as they are in 
Canada today cannot be upheld‘on 
any grounds except that of caq- 
lecting from tke people all that 
the traffic’ will bear. From the 
point of view of fairness and jus- 
tice they cannot be defended. 
Western provinces as well as the 
Maritimes are discriminated 
against to an intolerable ‘degree. 
A Royal Commission may marshall 
the facts and make recommenda- 
tions, and if the usual practice is 
followed, that will be the end of 
it. ° 

This is now an issue which re- 
quires the verdict of thé public. 
There is. only one force more 
powerful than the influence of 
great monopolies and that is the 
majority votes. of the common 
people. The power to, make laws 
primarily in the public interest 
and to enforce them+is the only 
power which is feared by the dic- 


tatorship of wealth. It is’ for that | 


reason that the C.C. F. is slander- 
ed,» -misrepresented: and lied .about 
in the press.
